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Woman is 
dragged 
from bed 
by raiders 

ROBBERS dragged a 
woman out of her bed and 
snatched a gold chain from 
her neck before stealing 
£15,000 of jewellery during a 
terrifying early hours 
attack. 

The three men broke into 
into the house in Dudley and 
woke the 19-year-old victim 
and her 18-year-old brother. 

The men pulled the 
woman from her bed and 
took the chain, before drag¬ 
ging her around the house 
and demanding money and 
jewellery. 

She was repeatedly 
punched, while her brother 
was pushed down the stairs 
and also assaulted. 

Both victims received 
medical treatment after 
their 10-minute ordeal on 
Saturday at about 3.30am 
They suffered cuts and 
bruises. 

The thieves got away from 
the house in Selborne Road, 
with jewellery worth around 
£15,000. 

The alarm was raised 
moments later when a 
neighbour heard the com¬ 
motion and saw the men 
running away from the 
house. 

The home is being exam¬ 
ined by forensic officers as 
police speak to locals to try 
and find the attackers. 

1,000 fines 
at hospital 

MORE than 1,000 parking 
tickets have been handed 
out to patients, staff and vis¬ 
itors at Dudley’s Russells 
Hall Hospital in less than a 
year. 

Motorists caught flouting 
the rules by parking in¬ 
appropriately or on red lines 
are fined £15. 

It follows a clampdown by 
car park attendants after 
complaints about motorists 
blocking the path of ambu¬ 
lances. Car park operator 
Interserve said 1,019 fines 
had been given out between 
April last year and February 
this year. The number is less 
than 2010, which saw 
almost 1,400 penalised.

A top court 
official ordered Dudley Muslim Association (DMA) to give 
“vacant possession” of the Hall Street site, it has owned 
since 2005, and return it to Dudley Council within a month. 


A minute's 
silence held 
for Angus 

A MINUTE’S silence was held in memory 
of a popular Dudley councillor at the first 
meeting since his death - as it was revealed 
the public are welcome to pay their respects 
at his funeral. 

Colleagues of Councillor Angus Adams 
paid emotional tributes to him at Monday’s 
full meeting of Dudley Council. 

Councillor Adams, who was Dudley’s 
regeneration chief and chairman of the West 
Midlands transport authority Centro, died 
suddenly at his Stourbridge home last Tues¬ 
day aged 67. 

Ten councillors stood up and made 
speeches about him - with many saying it 
had been an “honour and a privilege” to 
have known and worked with him. 

Councillor Pete Lowe said the new £7 mil¬ 
lion Stourbridge Bus Station, which is due 
to open this weekend, would serve as a 
legacy to his hard work improving transport 
in the region. 

His “sharp wit” and “irreverent person¬ 
ality” were remembered, as his partner 
Councillor Jennie Dunn listened. 

The father-of-two and grandfather-of- 
three had served on Dudley Council, repre¬ 
senting Norton, since 2000. 

A public service will be held at St Mary’s 
Church in Oldswinford on April 25 after a 
private funeral at the town’s crematorium. 
A time has not yet been finalised but Coun¬ 
cillor Dunn said the public were welcome. 


Accusations of abuse of power made by 
the DMA against Dudley Borough Council 
were also rejected as unfounded at the High 
Court hearing. But lawyers for the associa¬ 
tion have indicated they will appeal against 
the decision - extending the legal battle. 

The row goes back to 2003 when the asso¬ 
ciation agreed to give the council a site it 
owned in Claughton Street, needed as part 
of a development, in return for a long lease 
over the disputed plot between Hall Street 
and Oakwell Street. 

In 2005, the association exercised its 
option to buy the freehold of the Hall Street 
site but, after a slow progress through the 
planning system, no work has started. 

Upholding the council’s right to buy back 
the land, High Court official Master Marsh 
said the 2005 transfer included a clause that 
Dudley Council could re-acquire the site 
from the association if the mosque and com¬ 
munity centre was not completed by March 
31, 2008. 

Deadline 

Lawyers for the association argued it had 
a “legitimate expectation” the deadline 
would be extended and the council’s insis¬ 
tence on its contractual rights amounted to 
an “unfair abuse of power”. 

But the Master ruled: “Looked at as a 
whole, the council’s conduct does not have 
the hallmarks of an abuse of power...it can¬ 
not be said the council acted in a manner 
which was conspicuously unfair.” 

Ordering the association to transfer the 
site back to the council, Master Marsh con¬ 
cluded it had “no real prospect of success¬ 
fully defending” the local authority’s claim. 

Although the association’s lawyers say 
they intend to appeal against the ruling, 
Master Marsh refused to stay execution of 
his judgment and steps must be . 

Speaking after the hearing, Council 
leader Les Jones said he was pleased the 
saga had come to an end - and offered to 
help Muslim leaders find a new site.

Plans for 
£3m fire 
station 


FIRE chiefs have approved 
plans for a £3 million fire 
station in the Black Country. 

West Midlands Fire 
Authority approved plans to 
buy a site and build the sta¬ 
tion which will cover the 
Cradley Heath and Hale¬ 
sowen areas. 

The cost of replacing the 
current bases at Cradley 
Heath and Halesowen is set 
to be offset by the genera¬ 
tion of the estimated £1.5m 
from the sale of the current 
fire stations in the two 
towns. Halesowen fire sta¬ 
tion was closed last month 
and the firefighters have 
been redeployed. 

Fire chiefs had already 
approved plans to reduce the 
number of fire appliances 
from two to one in the area. 

At the Fire Authority 
meeting on Monday, Chair¬ 
man and Sandwell Council¬ 
lor John Edwards said this 
had been fully risk assessed 
and reviewed, and one pump 
for both areas was found to 
be sufficient. 

Dudley Councillor Ken 
Turner told the meeting he 
supported the plan to build 
the new fire station. 

He said: “I do however 
think the estimated worth of 
the land of the two stations 
is very much lower than it 
should be.” Assistant Chief 
Fire Officer Philip Hales 
said the fire authority was in 
the process of obtaining 
planning permission for the 
two sites.

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Boost for 
number 
of medics 

MORE than 100 extra para¬ 
medics will be available to 
attend 999 calls in the West 
Midlands by the end of the 
year, bosses say 

The region’s ambulance 
service wants to boost the 
number of paramedics so 
more patients can be treated 
at the scene instead of 
needing to go to hospital for 
treatment. Currently, 115 
ambulance technicians are 
undergoing university train¬ 
ing courses. 

They will qualify between 
August and November this 
year. Meanwhile West Mid¬ 
lands Ambulance Service is 
also recruiting a further 25 
paramedics, who will start in 
October. 

It means by March next 
year, 64 per cent of the 
service’s frontline staff will 
be paramedics.

CRAFTSMAN Bryn Williams has 
carved his own mark on the 100th 
anniversary of the Titanic sinking. 

The Black Country pensioner 
created two intricately-carved walking 
stick handles linking the region with 
the liner. 

One depicts local industrialist Noah 
Hingley, whose family made the 
Titanic anchor in Netherton. 

The other shows the ship’s captain, 
Edward Smith, who came from Stoke- 
on-Trent, with a length of chain from 
his collar down to a depiction of the 
anchor. Both show the flair and atten- 


out images that will stick 


tion to detail Mr Williams, a 70-year- 
old button factory worker from 
Banners Street, Cradley, has perfected 
since he started carving walking stick 
handles as a hobby in the late 1960s. 

Mr Williams, a grandfather, has 
created a collection of around 40 fancy 
walking stick handles, including one in 
honour of Mary Macarthur, who led the 
1910 chainmakers’ strike, and others 
depicting wildlife. 

He selects one of the sticks each day 
to take out on walks with his wife, 
Shirley. He spent three months - from 
the end of December to March - 


working an hour or two each day - to 
create the Titanic themed heads, 
which are now on display at the offices 
of the Black Country Bugle, High 
Street, Cradley Heath. 

He uses a dentist-style drill and 
cutters to carve the horn he uses as the 
base for his works of art. 

“When I realised the centenary of 
the sinking of the Titanic was this year, 
I decided to do some designs so the 
Black Country link would be commem¬ 
orated at the same time,” said Mr 
Williams, who worked for 45 years at 
James Grove & Sons, Halesowen.

IT IS a story that has been told for a hundred 
years. The sons of Netherton cemented their 
place in the history books after creating the 
gigantic anchor for the tragic RMS Titanic. 

When the colossal 18ft- H by Andrew Turton 

long anchor emerged from H____ 

the premises of Noah knows the story of Titanic 


Hingley & Sons in April 
1911, excitement swept 
through the Black Country 
town. 

Hundreds lined the 
streets as 20 horses helped 
to pull the anchor on the 
back of a dray, along the two 
miles between Netherton 
and Dudley Railway Station. 

It was then transported to 
the Belfast shipyards of 
Harland and Wolff where 
the liner was being built. 

The journey was repli¬ 
cated when a new anchor, 
created using original draw¬ 
ings, was made as part of a 
television documentary two 
years ago. 

Titanic researcher 

Jonathan Smith helped the 
programme-makers by pro¬ 
viding technical details of 
the original anchor’s con¬ 
struction. 

He said the story of the 
anchor has “captured the 
imagination” of the town 
over the last century. 

“It is a testament to all the 
workers, not only those at 
Noah Hingley’s and it is still 
a proud moment for the 
area,” said the 41-year-old of 
Willenhall. “Everyone 


off by heart, 

“It is interesting that 
people from the Midlands 
have such a connection to it 
but there are many links 
such as the anchor.” 

Noah Hingley & Sons 
received the commission for 
the anchors, both side and 
centre, in late 1910 from 
H&W which also built 
Titanic’s sister ships 
Olympic and Britannic. 

Specialist 

The firm, known through¬ 
out the country for its chain 
link and forging skills, also 
subcontracted parts of the 
anchor to other local special¬ 
ist companies. 

Sections of the anchor’s 
central bar called a shank 
were forged by Halesowen’s 
Walter Somers Ltd. 

For the original journey, 
the anchor was drawn on a 
cart, or dray, by Great 
Bridge haulage company WA 
Ree. 

Mr Smith, who was part of 
the BBC’s coverage for the 
Titanic anniversary, said the 
workers of Noah Hingley’s 
should be honoured with a 
special plaque or memorial.

Legal fight begins to 
stop waste deliveries

A LEGAL battle has been launched to stop 
waste being delivered to a firm at the centre 
of a dispute over a towering mound of 
rubbish. 

Officials from the Environment Agency appeared before 
the High Court seeking an injunction against Refuse 
Derived Fuel Limited, Brierley Hill. Families living nearby 
have been calling for action 
over the 30ft pile of rubbish 
for months. 

They want an injunction 
preventing more waste 
coming to the site and 
agency officials have been 
gathering evidence. 

A judge decided a full 
hearing on the injunction 
would take place on May 3. 

Agency officials said they 
had also served further 
notices on the company 
requiring waste at the site in 
Moor Street, to be cleared. 

Around 50 complaints 
have been made to the 
agency by residents about 
the rubbish since last 
summer. 

They say the waste has 
become a blight on the area 
and demanded action. 

Deadlines 

The agency says the firm 
has missed a series of dead¬ 
lines to reduce the pile to 
acceptable levels. 

Speaking after the 
hearing, Environment 
Agency spokesman David 
Hudson confirmed a legal 
bid had now been launched. 

“We appreciate the 
patience residents in the 
area are showing and would 
like to thank them for their 
help and understanding,” he 
said. 

“We would like to assure 
residents we are doing 
everything we can to resolve 
this issue and have a dedi¬ 
cated project team working 
on this.” 

Environment Agency staff 
have previously entered the 
premises to conduct surveys. 

No one from Refuse 
Derived Fuel Limited was 
available for comment.

Councillor Mrs Walker 
said, while some authorities 
closed schools a decade ago 
due to a falling birth rate, 
Dudley Council kept them 
open and retained space in 
buildings that could be 
brought back into use.

Prisoner gives police tour of crimes 


A PRISONER took police on a tour of the 
Black Country to confess to a series of metal 
thefts at firms and a cemetery, a court heard. 

Alan Davies, who is serving at a young 
offenders institution in South Stafford¬ 
shire, said he wanted a “clean slate”. 

Along with admitting stealing aluminium 
sheets and cutting tools from TM Engi¬ 
neers, Kingswinford, he asked for four other 
offences to be taken into consideration. 

As police drove him around the area, he 
admitted burgling one firm, stealing saws 
from another and ripping two catalytic con¬ 


verters from vehicles parked at Gornal 
Wood cemetery. 

Dudley Magistrates Court heard Davies, a 
19-year-old father, had confessed to the 
crimes while serving a 20-week sentence for 
a similar offence. 

He had also been jailed earlier this year 
for stealing catalytic converters from two 
firms in Brierley Hill and Kingswinford. 

TM Engineers, Oak Lane was broken into 
in February, said Mrs Maxine Jarrousse, 
prosecuting. 

Davies told police there was a large group 


of people involved in the raid and insisted he 
did not steal anything, but he pleaded guilty 
to burglary. 

He also admitted to burglary at the 
Energy Training Centre, theft of steel saws 
at Enterprise PLC - both in Ham Lane, 
Kingswinford - in February. 

He pleaded guilty to stealing catalytic 
converters from vehicles in November last 
year and this February. Police had no infor¬ 
mation on these latest offences and Davies 
was not a suspect before he confessed, Mr 
Gerry Vahey, defending said. 


Davies was given an eight-week prison 
sentence but was told he would serve half 
and his release date in May would not be 
affected. 

District Judge Michael Wheeler told him: 
“It is quite clear your level of offending in 
February was far worse than the previous 
court knew when you were sentenced.” 

But he added Davies had proved he was 
“willing to turn his life around”. 

He is the latest metal thief to come before 
the courts after being caught cashing in on 
the rising price of metal. 


Real Hornby footbridge is 
given a major restoration 


A RAILWAY footbridge, which was used as a template by Hornby for 
one of its model kits, has been restored. The Grade II listed bridge at 
Hagley was built in 1884 by the Great Western Railway, 32 years after 
the station opened on May 1,1852. 

It has now been cleaned and repainted. The work is part of a £50,000 project which 


has also seen ornate metal work repaired. 

Firms called 
to apply for 
cutof£i25m 

BLACK Country manufacturers are being 
urged to bid for a share of a £125 million fund 
to help make them more competitive on the 
world stage. 

Businesses that work in a “supply chain” 
- for instance making parts destined for the 
automotive industry - are eligible to apply 
for cash from the Government’s new 
Advanced Manufacturing Supply Chain Ini¬ 
tiative. 

They could win grants or loans for projects 
that show “real ambition” to create globally 
competitive supply chains and could spend 
on equipment, research, development or 
training. 

The funding pot was created after the 
Black Country Local Enterprise Partnership 
(LEP), together with colleagues in Coventry 
and Warwickshire, Greater Birmingham 
and Solihull and Liverpool City Region, 
made a successful joint £25 million bid for 
regional growth funding. 

After approving the application, the Gov¬ 
ernment then put up an additional £100 
million to offer support to more manufactur¬ 
ing supply chain initiatives right across the 
country. 

As one of the trailblazers in making the 
funding available, the Black Country LEP is 
urging businesses in the region, which are 
part of supply chains, to make a bid for the 
funding. 

Hundreds of businesses are expected to 
attend a launch event at the ICC in Birming¬ 
ham on April 27 when full details of the 
scheme will be announced. Companies will 
find out how the initiative will work. 


The last time the footbridge was painted, 
a blue and white colour scheme was 
chosen but after talking to the Railway 
Heritage Trust, Network Rail has 
restored it to what is known as GWR light 
and dark stone. 

Parts of the ornate metalwork that 
needed replacing were cast especially to 
match and blend in with the original cast¬ 
ings. 

Other repairs have been made to the 
structure, including sections of the gut¬ 
tering, while the edges of the stair treads 
have been coated in an anti-slip resin in 
contrasting colours to make them stand 
out. While the contractors were on site, 
the station buildings were also repainted 
at the request of train operator London 
Midland as was the canopy over the plat¬ 
form. 

Amazing 

Network Rail’s route buildings engi¬ 
neer Patrick Cawley, said: “It’s amazing 
to think that people the world over ‘own’ 
a little piece of Hagley in the form of a 
footbridge on their railway layout. 

“Having given the original footbridge a 
thorough overhaul, it will serve the 
people of Hagley for many years to 
come.” 

Simon Kohler at Hornby said: “We at 
Hornby are absolutely thrilled to see the 
Hagley footbridge restored to its former 
glory. 

“As a model it was one of our star items 
and with the actual footbridge being 
restored, perhaps it is time that a suitable 
model once more became part of the 
Hornby range.”

Complaints 
over poor 
behaviour 
hits 6,000 

THOUSANDS of complaints 
are being made about anti¬ 
social behaviour in council 
homes across the region, 
new figures reveal. 

More than 6,000 incidents 
have been reported over the 
last year - but housing 
chiefs insist they are crack¬ 
ing down on the problem. 

In Dudley there were 823 
reports. South Staffordshire 
Housing Association dealt 
with 131 complaints.

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Action group is formed 
to save The Hippodrome 


A FORMER theatre could once 
again become the showbiz heart 
of Dudley after a new action 
group was formed to help save it 
from demolition. 

Campaigners are stepping up their battle 
to secure a future for the former Dudley 
Hippodrome on Castle Hill and want to see 
it restored.

The former college lecturer first launched 
the fight along with fellow resident Malcolm 
Palmer. Fears are growing the building 
could be demolished as part of Dudley 
Council’s plans for regeneration of the Cas¬ 
tle Hill area. 

The campaign has already been sup¬ 
ported by comedy legend, and regular visi¬ 
tor to Dudley, Ken Dodd. 

Mr Fitzpatrick said: “I am pleased our 
fight has been finalised and we will now be 
working to secure the future of this impor¬ 
tant building.” He added the building could 
be used for music hall evenings or nights 
promoting local talent. 

But leader of Dudley Council Les Jones 
said if someone comes along with a business 
plan and a viable option for using this build¬ 
ing we would certainly look at it.

Quarry protesters trying 
to get police on board 


CAMPAIGNERS battling against a 
new quarry are calling on the 
police to oppose the plan on the 
grounds it will add to traffic dan¬ 
gers on a narrow country road. 

Quariy owner FG Davis & Sons aims to win 
planning permission for the new site at Wall 
Heath and recently revised proposals, switch¬ 
ing access from Swindon Road to Mile Flat. 

Campaigner Keith Boddison, who has lived 
in the village for 60 years, said the change of 
access may “pacify” people living near Swin¬ 
don Road in Heath Brook Farm Estate. But 
the 68-year-old added: “This latest proposal 
makes absolutely no difference whatsoever to 
the catastrophic effect the proposed quarry 
would have on the area.” 

Mr Boddison, of Tythebarn Drive, Wall 
Heath, said Mile Flat was a popular haunt for 
bikers and walkers and was lined with trees 
and bushes, which limited visibility when they 
were in full leaf. 

“The proposal to move 1,000 eight-wheeler 
vehicles per week along a narrow road with no 
street lighting or footpaths to and from an 
access point on a bend can only be described 
as ludicrous,” he said. 

Dave Tyler, who is leading the Quarries 
Fighting Fund campaign, recently met 
Staffordshire Police Sgt Tim Heap to point out 
residents’ fears about the access. 

Sgt Heap said, following the meeting with 
Mr Tyler, he was now investigating further 
before deciding whether the police should 
make any comments.

A PASSENGER who left a bus 
driver scarred for life when he 
slashed him across the face with 
a craft knife when challenged 
over a bus pass has been jailed 
for 18 months. 

Terry Price boarded a bus driven by for¬ 
mer boxer Sam Richardson at Cradley 
Heath on March 16 last year. Price, aged 26, 
of Station Road, Cradley Heath, presented 
a fraudulent pass and also made aggressive 
gestures while on the bus. After pulling into 
the station at the Merry Hill Shopping Cen¬ 
tre Mr Richardson, who boxed under the 
name Sam Horton, pursued Price. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard Price 
produced the knife and cut a V-shape into 
his victim’s face. 

Price was found guilty of wounding and 
possessing an offence weapon. 

Miss Shenaz Muzaffer, prosecuting, said 
Mr Richardson had been “scarred for life”. 

Mr Robert Cowley, defending, said while 
the attack had occurred in public and his 
client had been armed with the knife it had 
been Mr Richardson who had pursued him. 

Judge Michael Dudley accepted Mr 
Richardson had followed Price but said the 
offences were still serious and custody was 
the only option. 

“You are 26 years old and have been 
found guilty by jury of these matters,” he 
said. “You produced a knife and inflicted 
this nasty wound.”

SCHOOLDAYS, supposedly, are the 
best days of our lives but the Class of 
1842 might disagree as caning was 
part of the curriculum and it cost two 
pennies a week to attend. 

Pupils at St James’ School, Salop Street, 
Eve Hill, Dudley who turned up wearing dirty 
boots found themselves scratching “slovenli¬ 
ness” 100 times on to their slate and serious 
misdemeanors received a more severe punish¬ 
ment. 

Stuffy in the summer and cold in the winter, 
children would sometimes fall asleep in the 
classrooms or be forced to run round the 
schoolyard to keep warm. 

Stoves 

Schoolmaster, Mr Westbury, wrote on July 
22 1868: “Another very hot day. Several little 
boys fell asleep, did not trouble to wake them”. 

January 4: “Very cold, allowed the classes to 
stand round the stoves, 10 minutes each class” 

The school bell announced the start of the 
day at 8.55am when pupils lined up in the 
yard, before filing into the classroom. 

After the register, hymns would be sung and

then the teaching would begin. 

The youngest children would sit in the 
gallery where they would chant the alphabet 
backwards or recite rhymes such as “Infants 
never must be lazy, On to work and up-si- 
daisy”. 

Another class sat on the benches and prac¬ 
tised drawing pot hooks on their slates in 
preparation for real writing. 

Standard 1 would sit at the desk to write 
with ink pens in their copy books. 

Pupils with dirty hands would be sent home 
to wash before they began. 

The children would copy proverbs which the 


teacher would write on the blackboard such 
as: A fool and his money are soon parted; 
waste not, want not or count ten before you 
speak, and used rhyming language to remem¬ 
ber facts and figures. 

School treats saw usually reluctant pupils 
attending classes. The School’s log book notes 
on August 3 1863: “Seven boys admitted in 
4th class. Many seeking admission in expecta¬ 
tion of school treat.” 

End of term treats included nuts and 
oranges and there was often an annual school 
trip. 

Honour 

The pupils of 1888 enjoyed an August day 
out to Himley Park to honour the Earl of Dud¬ 
ley’s coming of age. 

St. James’ ceased to operate as a school in 
1980 when it became a community centre. 

In 1989 the building closed as it had become 
structurally unsafe. 

The school was moved to the Black Country 
Living Museum and reopened in May 1992 
where children can once again experience a 
Victorian School lesson, held daily, in St 
James’ School.

Vow over waste blaze 


Dudley Council has pledged 
to launch an investigation at a 
Black Country waste plant 
after families complained 
about the second blaze there 
in a year. 

Firefighters spent a whole day 
recently tackling the latest fire, which 
swept through mounds of household 
waste waiting to be recycled at 
Oakham Environmental in Oak Lane, 
Kingswinford. 

It was almost exactly a year since 
another big fire broke out there, which 
smouldered for more than a week. 
Families living on the adjoining Oak 
Lane caravan park say they are fed up. 

Robert Hodgetts, aged 23, whose 22- 


year-old wife, Bernadette, is eight 
months pregnant and who also has a 
two-year-old son, Robert, said: “Last 
year it was burning for a week and a 
half and now it’s on fire again - and we 
and our children are breathing it in.” 

Councillor David Stanley promised a 
full investigation. 

Complaints 

“I will be speaking to our officers to 
investigate what complaints we have 
had and what has been happening at 
the site,” said Councillor Stanley, who 
could see the smoke from the Oak Lane 
blaze from his home a mile away in 
Gornal. 

“We will also discuss with the fire 
service what has caused the blaze so we 
can consider what, if any, action might 


need to be taken,” he added. 

A passer-by is believed to have raised 
the alarm after spotting the fire just 
after 6am on Easter Monday. 

At the height of the blaze more than 
45 firefighters from 10 stations across 
the Black Country and Birmingham 
were at the scene. 

A member of staff from Oakham 
Environmental operated a digger to 
pull out burning rubbish so the fire¬ 
fighters could tackle the flames. 

Fire investigators will continue to 
find out the cause of the blaze. 

A spokesman for the company, who 
would not give his name, said a skip 
originally caught fire and the flames 
spread to other rubbish nearby. 

The spokesman refused to comment 
further.

Extra town parking 
is being considered 

EXTRA parking spaces could be made available in Stour¬ 
bridge over the busy summer months with the reopening of 
a level of a multi-storey car park. 

Shutters remain in place at the upper floor of Stour¬ 
bridge’s Ryemarket car park despite greater numbers now 
using the site daily. 

The building is now the town’s main car park following 
the closure and demolition of the nearby Bell Street site. 

Spaces in the car park can be at a premium at busy times 
especially during the school holidays when many visit the 
Crystal Leisure Centre and library. 

Dudley Council said it was already considering reopening 
the roof level of the car park and would take action quickly 
if the situation demanded it. Councillor Patrick Harley said 
he believed the level had been closed due to gangs gathering 
there during the evening. 


Mother in £45,000 fraud 
is given suspended term 


A MOTHER-of-two fraudulently received 
more than £45,000 in benefits after failing to 
tell authorities her partner was living at the 
same address. 

Lee Walsh had been claiming income support, housing 
and council tax benefit as a lone parent, with no other 
income. But Wolverhampton Crown Court heard on 
Monday that between 2006 and 2009, her partner Andrew 
Griffiths had been living with her in Bells Lane, Stour¬ 
bridge. 

The 41-year-old had failed to notify the change in circum¬ 
stances to the Department of Work and Pensions and 
Dudley Council. As result she had been paid £26,312 in

income support and £18,905 in housing and council tax 
benefit, a total of £45,218, she was not entitled to. 

The court heard Walsh had originally denied the matter 
but had pleaded guilty to two charges of failing to notify a 
change in circumstances before the case came to trial. 

Judge Nicholas Webb branded Walsh “totally dishonest” 
for her actions. 

She was sentenced to 26 weeks imprisonment suspended 
for two years, ordered to carry out 200 hours unpaid work 
and placed on a supervision order for 12 months. Walsh was 
also ordered to pay £400 costs. 

Nicholas Berry, prosecuting, said Walsh was “presented 
with evidence showing her partner had the same address as 
her on documents.” 

Mrs Belinda Ariss, defending, said Walsh’s partner 
worked away often and had only stayed at the address for 
some of the time over the period. “In terms of contribution 
to the household it was ad hoc. He paid for things when he 
was there,” she said. “He moved into the house fully in July 
2009.” But Judge Webb said she should have notified 
authorities of the change. 


Pensioner billed £2,200 
for repairing leaking tap 


A PLUMBER billed an Oldbury pensioner 
£2,224 after being called out to repair a 
leaky tap. 

Steven Greenaway was found guilty of 
carrying out unnecessary work and also 
overcharging the 76-year-old man, who was 
suffering from Huntington’s disease. 

Greenaway, aged 39, of Marlpool Lane, 
Kidderminster, had denied two charges of 
fraud but he was found guilty at Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court last month. 

On Monday he was made the subject of a 
12-month supervision order, told to carry 
out 200 hours unpaid work in the commu¬ 
nity and to pay £500 compensation to the 
pensioner. During trial Mr Mark Jackson, 
prosecuting for Sandwell Council’s trading 
standards department, said Greenaway 
called at the pensioner’s home because he 
had a leaking bathroom tap. 

But Greenaway charged him for a new 
bath that the pensioner, who had a number 
of “chronic” medical conditions, did not 
need. The jury returned guilty verdicts after 
just 61 minutes of deliberations last month. 


Judge Michael Dudley had earlier 
directed the panel to find Greenaway not 
guilty of a third charge of fraud and of steal¬ 
ing £600 from the pensioner. Judge Michael 
Dudley told 39-year-old Greenaway yester¬ 
day: “He was patently an extremely vulner¬ 
able gentleman. He was not expecting to pay 
for a new bath and, if he was, not for the sum 
of money you took from him. It is a despica¬ 
ble offence.” 

He however, said Greenaway’s conviction 
was “substantial punishment”. He added: “I 
am sure that what you did to this man will 
live with you for a long time to come.” 

The court had been told the self-employed 
plumber had charged the pensioner for 
installing the new bath while working as a 
sub-contractor for 1st Action Maintenance 
Limited. Mr Jackson maintained Green¬ 
away never asked permission to remove the 
old bath or install the new one. 

Mr Simon Rippon, defending Greenaway, 
a man of previous good character, said the 
conviction would badly affect his ability to 
work as a plumber. 


Fears over 
care home 

RESIDENTS concerned 
about plans to turn a 
detached house into a care 
home for young people are 
gearing up to object after 
councillors visited the pro¬ 
posed site. 

The four-bedroom facility 
in Limepit Lane, Dudley, 
would look after 16 to 24- 
year-olds who have just left 
foster care. But locals are 
concerned youths will end 
up congregating near the 
home. A petition with 59 
names and 15 letters of 
objection have been sent to 
Dudley Council. 

The proposals had been 
recommended for approval 
by planning chiefs. But 
members of the develop¬ 
ment control committee 
have now visited the site 
before making a decision. 

The plans will now go 
before the next meeting on 
April 24.

SHOCKING new fig¬ 
ures show the Gov¬ 
ernment is taking 
millions away from 
the NHS in Dudley, 
just as it needs to 
focus on patient care. 

In fact the Tories have 
already broken the three key 
pledges they made on the 
NHS before the election. 

First, they promised there 
would be no top down re¬ 
organisation, but are squan¬ 
dering billions that should 
be spent on patients on con¬ 
troversial changes. 

Second they pledged fund¬ 
ing would increase, just as it 
had under Labour. Third, 
they said there would be no 
increase in waiting times. 

Despite the brilliant work 
put in day and night by 
nurses, doctors and all the 
other staff at Russells Hall, 
waiting times at our hospital 
are up 68 per cent.

If successful Dudley will 
win a share of £lm and have 
access to specialist advice 
and expertise on ways to 
help revive the town centre. 

The team we take to Lon¬ 
don will be made up of local 


businesses and council 
bosses. Their task will be to 
show the Minister Dudley 
has the new thinking and 
innovative ideas that will be 
essential to turning things 
around. 

With unemployment ris¬ 
ing, family incomes being 
squeezed, the growth of 
internet shopping and the 
popularity of Merry Hill, the 
town centre is under more 
pressure than ever before. 

But instead of accepting 
continuing decline, I refuse 
to accept our best days are 
behind us. 

We need a renewed focus 
on how we can improve 
things. 

My view is that we’ve got 
to be much more ambitious 
for our town and come up 
with a new plan to bring 
people to Dudley.

IT SEEMS to me that there’s a growing fan 
base out there for SEAT, judging by the reac¬ 
tion to my test drive of the Ibiza five-door 
Sportrider. 

The 1.6 TDi CR may only be an upgrade from the 
three-door equivalent but in Dakota red it seemed to 
attract attention everywhere I went on a week-long test 
drive. 

Complete strangers were asking questions I often 
couldn’t answer about top speed, fuel consumption, price 
and C02 emissions which is unusual. 

It has to be the ‘arrow’ style body shaping from the 
Spanish brand that attracted so many. Low headlight 
and grille positioning give the sporty look with side mod¬ 
ifications adding another nice touch. 

This Ibiza really gives SEAT a lift in the ultra-compet¬ 
itive supermini sector. Produced exclusively at a state-of- 
the-art factory in Barcelona, the company claims this 
model to be a match for anything in class - and at a good 
price too. 

I remember my first drive in a SEAT and the impres¬ 
sion that this was just a cheaper Volkswagen. Well, how 
that has changed with a marked improvement in build 
quality and high levels of comfort and sporting attitude. 

Inside there’s an improved feel of quality matched to 
comfort. An attractive dash area has all the parapherna¬ 
lia you expect from a much more expensive option includ¬ 
ing Bluetooth connectivity and a navigation system if 
you want to pay extra. 

Leather 

There are sports seats which can prove a little too hard 
for some on long journeys and a host of standard items 
such as 17-inch alloys, sports suspension, rear-parking 
sensors, tinted rear windows, climate control which 
includes a refrigerated glovebox and a leather wheel and 
gear stick. 

But the Sportrider comes with much more. The things 
you would expect to have to dip into the back pocket for 
such as automatic lights and rain sensor wipers, 
dimming rear view mirror, body-coloured door handles 
and steering wheel-mounted radio controls all come as 
part of the package. 

The five-door model has a longer wheelbase and wider 
track which of course means more room inside with an 
eight per cent boost in boot space - just enough for the 
golf clubs. 

This is no flier but it does 0-62mph in 10.5 seconds and 
has a top speed of 117mph and outstanding C02 emis¬ 
sions of 112g/km. 

But what makes me think that SEAT are right on the 
button with the Sportrider is the fuel consumption 
figures. Not many cars in this sector boast combined fuel 
consumption figures of 65.7mpg. 

Competition in the sector is as tough as it gets with 
Mini, Renault Clio, Corsa, Fiesta and Yaris in the field. 
But Sportrider is up there with them and its little wonder 
that the Ibiza remains the SEAT brand’s best selling car.
